Thus far, the summer days up in 
this section of the Stale have beeu 
unusually cool and delightful. This 
locibiy is the home of ihe bieeZi'S, 
which are almost constantly sweep- 
intr up and down 'lie valley of the 
Hudson and making it a regular 
parailise ov ;i fnvorite haiint for 
many hundreds of thousands of 
people who sofTt-r much from the 
intense and ui.e nnfortable heat of 
the great inetiopolis of America. 
It is true that the great metropolis 
of America cannot easily be beaten 
as a tirst class summer nsort, simply 
because it is sunounded by water 
and is within a cnaple of hours ride 
by trolley or auto to the seashore 
but it Is also true that during tin 
summer (he city is sometimes as 
warm as an oven. 

.Mr. E. A Hodgson, the enterpriH 
ing editor of ll;e DeafMutks' 
Journal, and Mr MoMann came 
up here on the afternoon of the 
third of July, and remained hero 
until the afternoon of the glorious 
Fourth (Sunday). They had come 
up on a little business. With thern 
came the twelve-year-old grandson 
of Mr. Hodgson. He is named after 
his grandfather, Edwin Hoilgson 
Tucker, and is a fine type of an 
American t)oy. The little boy, 
whom I have known ever since he 
was a tiaby in his mothei's arms, 
greeted me as I was on my way to 
the swing out on Ihe lawn, and In 
signs, as plain as words could say, 
said he was, in reply to my query, 
getting on nicely. He felt at home 
all the time when he whs here, and 
when he was ready to depart for 
home, remarked that he hoped to 
come again. He admired the house 
dog. Laddie, who is two years old, 
and said iie would like to own him. 
Mr. Hodgson, McMann and little 
Edwin were driven to the trolley 
road by Mr. Samuel Gardner, and 
took a car for Poughkeeiwie at 
about 3 P.M., where they boarded 
one of the fine Hudson River Day 
boats for the metropolis. 

It is something rare, indeed, to 
take a trip either way on the Hud 
son Rivei between the metropolis 
and yMbany. At Poughkeepaie the 
river is inoad and smooth, an<l it is 
here where many of the various col- 
leges of iiie country hove their boat 
races in the snnimer. After steam- 
ing about twenty-five miles down 
the famous slieain you come 10 the 
growing and prosperous city of 
Newburgh. Here the river is a 
mile and a half wide. Shortly after 
leaving this big <lrop of water and 
this grand olrl town, you come to 
the celebrated HighlandM of Ihe 
Hudson, The laud on either side 
of the stream Is a quarter of a mile 
high, and as you ko steaming down, 
you may t>e unconscious of the fact 
that you are gHzing with wonder 
and admiration upon some of the 
grandest scenery in the world. You 
are now within 'be midst of a great 
panorama of nature which Inspires 
and glorifies yon as you move swift- 
ly past it, and when you emerge 
from if, yon wonder if it was really 
a *' mid Miirnmer uinht's dream." 
After leaving the Highlands you 
have a view of 'be far famed Cats- 
kills, and then further on you find 
yourself face to face with the won- 
derful Palisades of ilm Hudson, a 
wall of rock some fifteen miles in 
length and a thousand feet atiove 
the river. Long before you reach 
the Palisades, you may have had a 
glimpse of Ihe tower ol the famous 
Woolworth Building from the hurri- 
cane deck of your steamer. Some 
time before reaching the Palisades 
you are sure y<'U came to a place 
where the river was over three miles 
wide, and that yoQr steamer made 
a halt at Tarrytown For the river 
to be as wide us It in here, is some- 
thing magnificent hikI imposing, 
and from the fad tliat it is a sort of 
a great lake or inland sea, you may 
find yourself nursing the impression 
that not a great many of the in 
habitants of either Nyack, a small 
town on the west side of the river, 
opposite Tarrytown, or Tarrytown 
itself, care to go lo Coney Island 
foi an outing At last, after pa.ss 
ing the Palisades, you find yourself 
in the open couniry ami within sight 
of many of the tops of tLe great 
skyscraping edifices of the rnetro 
polls. Some time before your 
steamer reaches ihe pier at 129f,h 
Street, if it Is the place you intend 
to land, you have ft plain view of 
your old school, if y<'U are a grad- 
uate or a pupil of the New York 
IriMtitniion for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, whicli is a yellow 
Milwaukee brick buildlnir, standing 
on a small tableland, about a hun- 
dred and fifty feet above the river 
and over a thousand feet straight 
from Ihe shore far below. For Ihe 
travelers to have a clear view of old 
Fanwood from the dock of a passing 
Steamer is s<imething giand. It re 



brotlior, Samuel, over night for a 
change and a little rest.

All the time he sat in my revolvinif 
chair and said it was luxurious. 
Going down into the dining room, 
where he expe(;ted to intercept the 
Rev. John Cliamberlain, who was 
here to preach in the morning, Mr. 
Soper politely asked him to say 
grace, and he did so and showed 
how graceful a sign maker he is. 
After Rev. Cliaml)erlain had fiiiisti 
ed his dinner, ho went down to the 
farmhouse immediately, and so Mr. 
Samuel Gardner drove tlie two visi- 
tors to the station, where they left 
for the metropolis on a 2 P M. train. 

During the past week half of the 
men have beeu out picking berries, 
and so, as a matter of course, all 
the folks have enjoyed a dish of 
berries for supper every day of the 
week. The men will continue to 
pick berries, as long as there are 
berries to pick. The matron has 
already preserved a large quantity 
of the berries. 

While this correspondent was out 
walkiuK all by himself on the after- 
noon of Ihe sixteenth of July, ho 
had Ihe pleasure of meeting Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Jeynes, of Jersey City ; 
Mrs. Gibson McConnel, of I'ouijh 
keepsie ; and Miss Kugeler, of Brook- 
lyn, who were on their way 10 visit 
the Home and who greeted me 
warmly. I intercepted the visitors 
neir tlie farmhouse and accompa 
nied them to the Home. .\s it was 
nearly time for diunei and as ihe 
visitors were in a hurry to jjo back 
to Pouj,dikeep8ie for their dinner, 
at Mrs. Mi-Connel's house, whi re 
they have been boaidio« for Ihe 
week, and leave for the metropolis 
in the P.M , Hiey only remained 
here a quarter of an hour. Mi. 
Jeynes is a veteran employee of the 
famous (Jolgate jierfumeiy works in 
Jersey City. Mrs. McConnel maile 
known the fact that her husband 
was slowly dying of tuberculosis in a 
hospital near Poughkeepsie. 

Every evening some of the men 
may be seen lyiiifi! in hammocks out 
on the lawn and enjoying the cool, 
Inspiring, bracing air. They feel 
that this is a fine place for a surn- 
morcampiug out party.
